Fiscal Year Figures Will Show That
Chesapeake and Ohio Has

"Turned the Corner."

IMPROVEMENT d\ SOUTHERN

Oftloluls Optimistic and Are Spending
Immense Sums on Improvements,
Notwithstanding Losses of First.
Few Months of War lu Hurope.
The preliminary statement of tho

earnings of the Chesapeake and Ohio
Railway, made public at the ,\'cw York
oflices of the company yesterday, placeHincrease in the earnings of the road
for the fiscal year ending Juno 30
Inst at St.9I9.01S, or per cent over
the total for the preceding year. No
official analysis of the figures accom¬
panied the statement, and none Is ex¬
pected nntII a complete report of the
year's business Is available.
The statement Is based on the actual

llgures for the first eleven months and
the estimated earnings for the month
of June.
For the month of June the earnings,

nre given ps $3,550.99". as against $3.-
?U7,084 in June, 1914, an increase of'
$323,90S, or nearly 10 per cent.
For the fourth week in June the

earnings were above the average for
the month, showing an Increase of 17
per cent. The total for this week in
June, 1915, was $1,239,591 as against
Jl.0fin.80S for the same week a year!
ago. a gain of $173,783.

circles as especially satisfactory, in
view of the general conditions In tho
territory In which tho Chesapeake and
Ohio operates. It Indicates that the
road has successfully "turned tho cor¬
ner"' from the depression which set In i

previous to the war In Europe and
which continued for the first six or
eight months of the fiscal year of I
19 I t -16. I
The increased coal, grain and live

stock shipments to the seaboard, much
of which are for export to England
and France, have been if gjreat value
to the Chesapeake and Ohio In getting
back upon its former basis of pros-
perlty.
With the estimated earnings of the

Southern Ruilway for the fiscal year
ending June 30 available for the first
time, tho extent to which this system
has been hit by the European war can
be placed in dollars and cents with
some degree of certainty. Tho de¬
crease In earnings from the total for
tho preceding year, which was nono
too prosperous. Is $S,603,6S0, or 12 per
cent.
However, the situation Is improving,

bo far as the Southern 1s concerned,
For five months after the war In Eu-jrope started, tying up the cotton mar-
ket and putting all kinds of business
in the South in n. bad way, the aver-
age decrease in tho earnings was *.n
excess of 20 per cent, while the aver-
ago decrease for the year Is 12 per
cent.
OPTIMISM OK SOITH ICIIX'S

(ili.NKHAl, OI'i'lCIAI.S SHOWN
There is one rather remarkable fea-

turo about the Southern's affairs, and
that Is the optimism of the system's
officials. While its earnings for the !
year have gone down more than $R,-
000,000, approximately that amoun'. lias
been spent in permanent improvements
during the last twelve months. Much
was for double-tracking:, new build¬
ings. improved yard facilities, and
other work, all of which indicates the
faith of President Fairfax Harrison
and his associates in the railroad's
future. Tho city of Richmond and the
Counties of Orange, Culpeper, Albe¬
marle and Pittsylvania rnmo in for an

appreciable share of the money spent j
In improvements.
The money to llnance these improve¬

ments was sacurcd just before the
outbreak of tho war In Europe, and
tho entire amount.approximately $20.-|
000,000.will be spent in the South.
"What has already gone nui has been
a big help In many communities which
suffered from a stagnation <>f trade
last summer.
For the year from July 1, 1914, to

June 30, 1915. the earnings . .{ the
Southern wore $f>2,147,31S, as com¬

pared with $70,700,998 for the preced¬
ing twelve months. For June the rle-
crease was 10 per cent, the earnings!
dropplnpr from $6,282,400 to $4.«'>91,:{t'>:».
The fourth week in June showed a

decrease of 9 per cent. The total for
this week in 1015 was $1,473,977: last
year, $1,624,040. a decrease of $150,072.

Light of Humors.

WHOIiK IIOAUD OIUTICIZKD

This Is View of Many.Others Ex-
poet Drastic lleconunendationM
.Looking to Impeachment or Re¬
moval of Accused Men.

Friends of Police Commissioners R.
X. Go ode, Cliff Weil and D. F. Mc-
Carthy are disposed to make light ofthe rumor that the resignations of twoof the commissioners are called for Inthe sealed report of the investigators,which will go to the Hoard of Alder¬
men at the meeting to be held nextTuesday night.
Some of the most Intimate friends ofthe three commissioners admit tho be¬lief that all havo been censured sharp¬ly. They are inclined, however, to be¬lieve that the Board of Police Com¬missioners as a whole is criticized Intho roport for certain official, actswhich are specified, the findings in this

respect being based upon records ofthe board produced in evidence by CityAttorney Pollard.
Disbelief in the prediction that the

report of tho Inquisitorial body will
carry a recommendation that Coni-mlssloners Well and Goode resign isbased upon the hypothesis that thoin vestlnating committee adhered to the
Instructions contained in the resolution
adopted by the City Council, calling for
the Inquiry. It is pointed out that the
committee of seven was delegated t<>
sift the charges contained In the VI«oCommission's report to Mayor Alnsllo
and to extend tholr probe into the
police department as a "whole.

ASKINK It ICS I <.NATIONS
The friends of the commissioners

then proceed to argue that the commit¬
tee could not consistenly recommend
the resignation of the accused com¬
missioners, for the reason that tho
plain duty of tho probers was to as¬
certain "whether their acts had ren¬
dered them unfit for the positions they
hold, and to recommend to the City
Council that the accused men be de¬
posed from ofllce, bo reprimanded for
their official or personal conduct or
be given a clean bill of health.

Jn support of this course of reason¬
ing they polnt'to the fact that at the
opening of tho inquiry tho committee

adopted a resolution by which It bound
Itself to observe In the taking: of tes¬
timony tlio rules of procedure govern¬
ing tho examination of witnesses In a

law court. Parenthetically, they at¬
tribute tho failuro of tho committee to
continue In harmony at the final ex¬
ecutive sessions to tho insistence of
Councilman Rdgar B. Knglisli, tho
lawyer member of tho body, upon
abiding: by that resolution.
DUTY OP COM.MITTKH TO .

PUNISH OR VINDICATE
In the same train. It Is argued that,

under tho resolution, the committee
placed Itself in the attitude of a jury,
and, as a Jury, it could not consistent¬
ly suggest the punishment the accused
men should Inflict upon themselves.
Rather, It would bo the duty of tho

they am not guilty that they be vln-
dicated.
While tlio members of the committee

decline to discuss tho report in any
of its details, the impression Is stronc
that three of tho body. Aldermen Work¬
man and Melton and Councilman Eng¬
lish refused to sign the majority re¬

port. and that a minority report was

drawn, to which they subscribed their
names.
Chairman Barton IT. Grundy ex-

plains the circumstances of forward-
!ng the sealed report llrst to the Board
of Aldermen.
"The committee adopted a resolu-

tlon offered by me," Colonel Grundy
says, "providing that the findings and
recommendations should be submitted
first to the branch of Council in which
the resolution calling for tho Inquiry
originated."
